The isolated Indian agen­ 
cies have been fry or ite haunts for those 
who think the ^oyernment owes them a 
liying, and ail along the llissouri rlyer^ 
in years agone, opportunities for fraud 
and peculation ' were not unfréquéntly 
ühblushingly embraced and the fruits 
openly enjoyed, and the military posts 
as well as the Indian agencies frund 
themselyes at the mercy of Contractors 
without honor or conscience, and that, 
too, through no Collusion with these 
people,' But with the adyent of ciyili- 
zation came a new; era, and now, as the 
professional contractor puts it,- “ there 
iS’ho money in goyerninent work,” for 
the reason that they come in competi­ 
tion with men who are satisfied with 
reasonable profits. 
The salary of Indian agents has been 
fifteen hundred dollars per yearj and 
these positions have been filled, iintil 
lately, exclusively from the po,l|t!,c|áns,! 
who sought them generally because im­ 
pecunious, or because an opportunity 
to plunder was wanted, and the Indian 
Department was known to be a fmitfhl 
field. The salary was small, and when 
an attempt was made to raise it á few 
yeáfS ago/ Ben. Butler^ said oh the fiopr 
in Congress that the salaiy was ampié, 
giving as a reason that the man who 
could not steal fifteen thousand dollars' 
a^e'ar asan Indian agent was not fit 
for the position. So men whose neces­ 
sities or inclination led them to steal 
were given opportunities and encour­ 
aged to supplement their meagre sala­ 
ries with dishonest gains. And if per­ 
chance a good man did secure positihn, 
unless he became a willing tool in the 
hkhds of contráctors and plunderers, 
the position was generally made too hot 
to be tenable. Conspiracies were form­ 
ed with a View'to compromising hkn, 
and they generally succeeded in forcing 
his resignation.
